New Delhi, the 3rd October, 1979 
CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 563(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 

sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 
1962], the Central Government, being satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts plain 
aluminium foil of the thickness of 0.02 mm to 0.04 mm con¬ 
taining more than 97 per cent of aluminium and falling within 
Chapter 76 of the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act r 
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1975 (51 of 1975), when imported into India from the whole 
of the additional duty leviable thereon under section 3 of the 
second mentioned Act, subject to the condition that the ex¬ 
emption contained herein shall be applicable only to those 
importers who produce a certificate issued by the Director 
General of Technical Development or Development Commis¬ 
sioner, Small Scale Industries to the effect that— 

(i) the importer has an approved programme for the 
manufacture of drugs and medicines; and 

(ii) the aluminium foil thus imported will be used only 
for atrip-packing of drugs and medicines; 

Provided that the importer shall, by the execution of a 
bond in such form and for such sum as may be specified by 
the Assistant Collector of Customs, bind himself to pay on 
demand the difference between the duty leviable but for the 
■exemption contained herein, and that already paid at the 
time of importation, in respect of such quantity of plain 
aluminium foil as ia not certified to have been used for the 
aforesaid purpose, by the Director General of Technical De¬ 
velopment or Development Commissioner, Small Scale Indus¬ 
tries, as the case may be.

1962), the Central Government, being satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts aluminium 
foil laminated with polyethylene film and falling within Chap¬ 
ter 76 of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), when 
imported into India from:— 

(i) so much of that portion of the duty of customs levi¬ 

able thereon which Is specified in the said First Sche¬ 
dule, as is in excess of 27-1/2 per cent ad valorem ; 
and 

(ii) the whole of the additional duty leviable thereon under 

section 3 of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 
1975). 

subject to the following conditions, namely;— 

(a) The importer produces a certificate issued by the 

Director General of Technical Development or the 
Development Commissioner, Small Scale Industrie* 
to the effect that— 

I. he has an approved programme for the manufacture 
of drugs and medicines ; and 

II. the imported aluminium foil laminated with poly¬ 
ethylene film would be used only for strip packing 
of drugs and medicines. 

(b) the imported aluminium foil is of a thickness of 

0.02 pirn to 0 04 mm and shall contain more than 
97 per cent of aluminium ; 

(c) the aluminium toil laminated with polyethylene film 

is in a form indicative of ready use for strip pack¬ 
ing of drugs and medicines; and 

(d) that the importer shall, by the execution of a bond 
in such form and for such sum as may be specified 
by the Assistant Collector of Customs, bind himself 
to pay on demand the difference between the duty 
leviable, but for the exemption contained herein, 
and that already paid at the time of importation, in 
respect of such quantity of such aluminium foil as 
is not certified to have been used for the afoicsaid 
purpose, by the Director General of Technical 
Development or Development Commissioner, Small 
Scale Industries, as the chsc may be. 

2. This notification shall be in force upto and inclusive of 
the 31st March, 1980.
